MOVIES GIVE MAN A NEW TRIAL 


Jurors Attended Show Where Crime

TWICE PLACED ON TRIAL 


Said in Address to Socialists

Thomas Carnell, a salesman, of 
2713 Caroline street, the first person 
tried in St. Louis under the espionage 
act, was sentenced by Judge Dyer in 
the United States District Court today 
to serve two years in the Leaven- 
worth Penitentiary.

Samuel Seibert, Farmer-Pastor 
at Carmi, Saved by Guards- 
men From Beating. 


WOULDN’T SALUTE FLAG 


Said to Have Knelt and Re- 
tracted After Having 


Hard Time. 
Samuel Seibert, 40 years old, pas- 
tor of a Holly Roller church, called 


the Church of the Apostles, at Car- 
mi, III., was roughly handled by a 
crowd on the streets of Carmi las 
night, for making alleged disloyel re- 


marks, according to information re- 
ceived by United States District At- 
torney Karch in East St. Louis. Car- 
mi is 100 miles southeast of St. Louis. 

Seibert, who is a farmer, is alleged 
to have declared on the streets ani 
from his pulpit that the soldiers who 
fight in this war are not Christians 
and are no better than murderers. 
He is also alleged to have asserted 
he would not salute the United States 
flag 

He was rescued from the crowd by 
Capt. Howard of the Ilizots national 
guard and a, group of soldiers with- 
out having been injured, and was 
taken to jail and kept there a short 
time. 

State's Attorney Joseph A. Pearce 
of Carmi and a number of other per- 
sons got Seibert this morning and 
asked him if he would retract his 
statements. He said he would not. 
Later, according tothe information 
given to District Attorney Karch, he 
knelt and saluted the flag and re- 
tracted the alleged disloyal remarks. 

District Attorney Karch said he 
was asked by State’s Attorney Pearce 
to take action agaimst Seibert under 
the Federal laws, but he said he 
was not inclined to do so, since Sei- 
bert had made amends and had been 
released by the Carmi citizens, Theer

SPURT IN ARMY ENLISTMENTS 


News of Americans Moving Into 
Trenches Followed by Increase. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The en- 

try of the American troops into the 

trenches in France has been marked 
by a spurt in regular army recruit- 
ing. Just as the sinking of the An- 
tilles was followed by a spurt which 


the news from the Italian front and 
the announcement that our men had 
actually gone into the trenches has 
been followed by an even larger in- 
crease in recruiting. 

For the first time in many days 
more than 1000 men were taken into 
the regular army Monday. The exact 
number of recruits obtained was 1077 
men and this brought the total num- 
ber of army recruits since April 1 to 
237,785 men. The increase was 
notable in Pennsylvania, where the 
daily average was more than dou- 
bled, 237 recruits having been ob- 
tained from that State yesterday. In 
New York there was also a spurt, 122 
men having been obtained. Massa- 
chusetts also showed up well with 82 
men, while Ohio furnished 71, III 
nois 64, and California 56.

School, conducted since last May at 
Meramec Park, Grand avenue and 
Meramec street, under the auspices 
of the Missouri Aeronautical Society, 


will have completed its removal to 
winter quarters at San Antonio, Tex., 


when a shipment of six balloons and 
other cquiprnent leaves St. Louis to- 
morrow. 

Albert Bond Lambert of 2 Hor- 
tense place, a wealthy manufactur- 
er, under whose direction the train- 
ing of men for service as artillery ob- 
servers has been carried on at the 
school, yesterday received a com- 
mission from Washington promot- 
ing him from a Captaincy to the 
rank of Major in the Signal Corps. 
Maj. Lambert will depart later in 
the week to assume command at the 
Southern camp, and will remain 
there indefinitely. 

25 Men Are at W inter Camp. 

For three weeks students at Mera- 
mec Park have been engaged in 
packing the school’s equipment, and 
two shipments, consisting of 14 bal- 
loons, five automobile trucks, 600 
sandbags, 20 balloon baskets, cots 
and mattresses, already have ‘been 
sent to San Antonio. Twenty-five 
men are now at the winter camp, 
and the 20 men remaining here wil! 
depart tomorrow in a special car to 
join nem. 


“Our quarters at San Antonio 
cover four city blocks,” said 112. 
Lambert, “and will be occupied 


throughout the winter season. Aji- 

though the camp is of permanent 

construction we will return to St. 

Louis April 15 next, remaining nere

140 Men Completed. Training. 

Reviewing the work done in the 
balloon school here, bert 
pointedjout that 140 men have com- 
pleted their prelimin training 
since May 15. A magudity of these 
students have received commissions 
as First Lieutenants in the Signal 
Corps and will depart for France by 
January, when their training in kite 
balloons at Omaha will have been 
completed. 

More than 320 balloon ascensions 
have been made since the school 
opened and approximately 26,000 
miles have been sovered in flights. 
Gas, totaling about 11,000,000 cubic 
feet, have beeh consumed in inflat- 
ing the balloons at an estimated cost 
of $11,000, or $1 per 1000 cubic 
feet. The 20 balloons in service at 
the school are valued at approxi- 
mately $800 each, a total of $16,000. 

Final Ascension Today. 

Two ascensions have been made 
from Meramec Park this week, and 
if weather conditions permit, a bal- 
loon will be sent up thi safternoon. 
These ascensions have been made to 
finish the training of Capt. Raymond 
Dieger of the United States Marines, 
assigned to the school to study ob- 
wervation work in connection with the 
field activities of the marines in 
France. 

More than half the students who 
have: passed through the school here 
are St. Louisans, Ten St. Louis col- 
legians are included: in the 20 who 
will depart for the South tomorrow. 
Lieut. F. M. Murphy, is in command 
at San Antonio, and will be in charge 
of the camp until the arrival of Maj. 
Lam bert.

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Americans See the Sun 
for First Time Since 
En tering the Trenches 


Correspondent Says Men at the Front Are Jubi- 
lant and Comfortable and Literally Will 
Be Sorry to Be Relieved. 


By Associated Press. 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Oct. 31.—The Amer- 
icans in the trenches and gun pits 
of France saw the sun yesterday for 
the first time since taking their 
places in the line. The weather was 
clear and cold and a frost, covered 
the hills during the night. The favor- 
able conditions gave the gunners a 
better chance to do their shooting, 
the observers being able to spot the 
targets and shots. 

The Germans also took advantage 
of the conditions, but the firing on 
both sides was more or less spo- 
radic. Some of the American shells 
burst over the enemy trench post- 
tions. A few German projectiles ex- 
ploded near the American positions, 
sprinkling fragments, but doing no 
serious damage. However, more than 
one American soldier was able to 
show dents in his shrapnel helmet. 
The condition of the first wounded 
American arriving at the base nee: 
pital is excellent. 

The infantry and artillerymen newt 
advantage of the sunshine to dry 
their soaking clothing. Notwith- 
standing the bad weather conditions 
of the last few days, there is no re- 
port of a single case of sickness re- 
sulting from this cause. 

A full moon shone Monday night, 
making conditions favorable for 
snipers—but hindering the. patrols 
from working freely in No Man's 
Land. 


AMERICAN TROOPS 
ARE COMFORTABLE 
IN THE TRENCHES 


Dugouts Far Underground as 
Warm and Dry as Any 
Apartment in St. Louis.

: ‘being. actually in 
trenches and having got here before 
anyone else that it is a wonder they 
can keep their feet on the ground or, 
one should say, on the firing step. 

It ie literally true that the detach- 
ments now here will be sorry to be 
relieved, for aside from the fascina- 
ion of it all, they are comfortable 
and feel at home. If anybody back 
home, imagining the hardships of 
life in the trenches, has been sym- 
pathizing with the bunch of husky 
young animals he is wasting his sym- 
pathy. 

Dugouts Dry and Comfortable. 

In this particular’ sector the war 
has pursued the even tenor of its 
way so long that the French have 
had time to burrow themselves in 
and snuggle down. They have made 
dugouts many feet underground that 
are as warm and dry as any St. Louis 
apartment and bigger than many. 

They have lined the walls of the 
main trenches with interlaced boughs 
and American poultry wire and have 
paved the bottoms with wooden grat- 
ing so that the water drains off per- 
fectly. They have plenty of char- 
coal stoves and the marmite cans 
bring them their “three squares” hot 
every day. 

The only real hardship is getting 
up to the trenches from the support 
positions, a good hour’s tramp. It 
already has been mentioned that it 
rained the night we went in. Well, it 
has been raining ever since up to to- 
day, except when it showed. 

300 Fresh Shell Holes. 
The journey up involves “wading 


five good sized brooks knee deep, be- 


sides unnumbered pools and water- 
filled shell holes, to which the Ger- 
mans added 300 yesterday by vigor- 
ously shelling this unoccupied marsh 
for some reason best known to them- 
selves. 

But once in the trenches every- 
thing is lovely and there are dugouts 
and stoves. Therefore the Americans 
are content that they have had their 
first patrol fight, taking their first 
prisoner, at the same time killing 
their first enemy through no desire 
of their own, and every night the 
send out their own working. parties 
or patrols into No Man's Land. 

Also they have had their first

FIRE WRECKS TWO BALTIMORE 
PIERS AND A BRITISH STEAMER 


Seven Lives Probably Lost and Dam- 
age Is Estimated at $3,- 
000,000. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 31.—A 
fire which wrecked two of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad terminal 
piers at Locust Point and spread to a 
British steamship that had just 
docked at one of the piers for load- 
ing, last night caused the probable 
loss of seven lives and a financial 
loss estimated at between $3,000,000 
and $4,000,600 before it was sub- 
dued. Five of the missing men were 
members of the crew of the steam- 
ship. Among them were two of the 
ship’s officers and the chief gunner 
of the British naval crew aboard. 

Witnesses stated that they saw 
flames leap from Piers 9 and 8 at 
ve points almost simultaneously. The 
police have arrested one man. 

The piers represented a value of 
$1,500,000, the merchandise stored 
on them, $1,500,000, and the steamer

With Relief Mission. 


‘EFFORT WITHOUT REASON’ 


Describes Crimes of Turks in 
Deportation of Armenian 
Women and Girls. 


‘The Rev. Dr. Charles F. Aked, for- 
mer pastor of the Fifth Avenue Bap- 
tist Church in New York, known as 
the Rockefeller church, spoke at 


noon today at the Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheon at the, Planters Ho- 
tel on War Conditions in the Turk- 
ish Empire.” 

He is on a month's tour of. the 
United States under the auspices of 
the Committee for Armenian and 
Syrian Relief, headed by former 
President Taft, which is seexing to 
obtain contributions of $6,000,000 a 
month for the people being persecut- 
cd by the Turks. 

The Rev. Dr. Aked began an inter- 
view with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
with a reply to the question: ‘You 
were a member of the Henry Ford 
peace expedition, were you not?“ 

Jam ashamed to say I was,” he 
replied. “It was the most sh@metul 
thing Lever did. It was an expedi- 
tion of crooks and cranks, with a few 
honest men as dupes. I will never 
forgive myself that I was Henry 
Ford's dupe. 

“No Reason for Making Trip.“ 

Henry Ford had as much reason 
for making that trip as a tomcat. 
Ford knows as much international 
law as a cow. In addition to having 
no reason, he has no capacity for 
reasoning. 3 

J supposed that a man who had 
made millions through his own ef- 
forts was a smart man, and had some 
definite information that the trip 
would be of some avail. I was in San 
Francisco when I received the tele- 
gram asking me to accompany the 
expedition. I received it Saturday 
night, and to accept I had to take a 
train Monday morning, which gave 
me little time to consider it. The 
first I knew of the exact conditions, 
we were 200 miles at sea. I talked 
to Ford and found that he had no 
cefinite knowledge or aim. Two hun- 
‘dred miles was too far to swim and 
J had to go, on. 

“TI declared my independence July 
4 1916, and returned to the United 
States the same month. But I want 
to talk about conditions among the 
Armenians. 

Tells of Deportations. 

“Taalat Bey, Minister of the Inte- 
rior in the Turkish Government, the 
strongest man in Turkey, told a 
newspaper friend of mine in March 
last year that 750,000 Armenians 
had been deported. That means that 
more than 1,000,000-were deported, 
because he would not admit the full 
truth. 

“If he admitted sending out of the 
country three-quarters of a million, 
it is conservative to say that more 
than a million of human beings have 


Drafted Men Depart. 
MANY BANNERS CARRIED 


Ward Quota Led to Station in 
Body by Band—Board Chair- 
men Accompany Men. 


— 


Most of the 480 St. Louis negroes 
who departed last night for Camp 
Funstor to become a part of the 
national army shouted from the 
train, to the great leave-taking 
throng of their race that packed 
the Union Station midway and part 
of Eighteenth street, that they would 
“get that Kaiser“ and end the war. 

That appeared to be the dominant 
thought among them—to “get the 
Kaiser,” and one familiar with the 
traditions of American negro soldiers 
could mentally picture the time 
when, with their reckless enthusiasm 
properly directed and with glisten- 
ing black faces and shining eyes 
glowing under trench helmets, these 
men would dash across No Man's 
Land and strike the Germans. with 
terror. 

A South St. Louis contingent ex- 
pressed the idea in a banner they 
carried, reading. We are the boys 
from Oompton Hill; when the Kaiser 
sees us he will get a chill.”’ 8 

The special train departed at 8:30. 
It carried all of the national arm 
negroes from St. Louis except 108 
trom the Sixth Ward, who departed 
Monday night. The Ninth, Tenth 
und Thirteenth Wards did not send 
any negroes. This movement com- 
pleted 85 per cent of St. Louis’ quota 
of 4377, leaving only 15 per cent, 
all white men, to be sent at a date 
not yet announced. Thus there are 
npproximately 3617 drafted St. Lou- 
isans at Camp Funston. 

Judson Accompanics Squad. 

The negroes arrived at Union Sta- 
tion with as much noise and hilarity 
as did any of the white men in re- 
cent contingents, and they found 
fully as large a proportion of their 
friends and relatives there to see 
them off. The Seventeenth Ward 
men marched to the station in a 
body, led by a band. The members 
of their ward board, of which Fred- 
erick N. Judson is chairman, accom- 
panied them. 

The Fifth Ward contingent also 
paraded to the station with a band 
at their head. Lyman Hay, chair- 
man of the Ward Board, personally 
supervised the entraining of these 
men. The other wards had smaller 
contingents and the men arrived 
singly or in small groups. 

One small group had a banner 
reading I wonder if the Kaiser no 
we are coming.“ 

A gala day spirit reigned on the 
train platform, which was adjacent 
to the Eighteenth street fence, 
against which were pressed hun- 
dreds of negro women, children and 
men. The drafted men paraded up

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FATAL AUTO ACCIDENT 


‘Witnesses for Prosecution at 
Trial of Frank: Tomasso for 
Killing Man; Defense Begun, 


Testimony for the defense in the 
case of Frank Tomasso, a chauffeur 
of 317 Clark avenue, charged with 
manslaughter in the fourth degree 
as the result of a fatality inflicted 
by his car, began this morning in 
Judge Rassieur’s court. The de- 
fendant ts a son of Policeman Anton 
Tomasso. 

Four city firemen were heard as 
the chief witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion yesterday afternoon. All are 
members of Engine Company 15, at 
Broadway and Valentine street, and 
all were in front of the engine house 
at the time Tomasso’s car, passing 
the corner, struck Daniel Murray of 
119 Cedar street; Aug. 13. Murray 
died from his injuries. 

Some Former Testimony Omitted. 

The firemen did not repeat, in 
their testimony, the statement made 
by some of them at the Coroner's in- 
quest, that they followed Tomas- 
so’s car, and shouted at him until 
he stopped, some distance from the 
scene of the accident; that they had 
an angry argument with the chauf- 
feur, and that he used abusive lan- 
guage toward them. They told, in 
court, only of their view of the 
actual accident. 1 

Harry Hettich, one of the fire- 
men, testified that he saw the auto- 
mobile coming south on Broadway 
at a speed of 30 or 40 miles an hour. 
and that it struck Murray as he was 
crossing the street from west to east, 
and knocked him 30 or 40 feet. The 
car slowed up, he said, byt ran 450 
feet or more before it stopped, He 
‘said a number of persons, perhaps as 
many as 10, were in the car. 

Various Estimates of Speed. 

John Haley, another fireman, es- 
timated the car’s speed at 25 or 30 
miles an hour, and tho&ht it 
knocked the man about 35 feet. Ed- 
ward Prendergast said he could not 
estimate the speed, but that the man 
was knocked about 30 feet. 

Fireman Albert Aulbach estimate: 
the car’s speed at 25 or 30 miles a.i 
hour, and said the man was knocked 
30 feet. He said he did not notice 
any slowing of the car until after it 
had run some distance. 


SUIT TO TIE UP SECURITIES 
OF J. H. CHAMBERS DISMISSED 


Judge Holds He Has No Jurisdic- 
tion Pending Ruling on Applica- 
tion for Guardian. 

Circuit Judgs Garesche today re- 
fused to restrain James H. Cham- 
bers, 81 years old, president of the 
Dios Chemical Co. of 3954 West Pine 
boulevard, from withdrawing securi- 
ties, deeds and other valuable pa- 
pers from a Boatmen’s Bank safe 
deposit box. The Judge ruled that 
he had no jurisdiction, as a suft 
brought by Chambers’ son, Arthur, 
to have a guardian appointed for 
the elder Chambers, is pending in 
the Probate Court, and has been 
set for hearing Nov. 8. 

In denying the injunction suit 
brought by Chambers’ wife and 
three children, the Judge set aside 
a temporary restraining order which 
he issued on the filing of the suit. 
In the injunction proceedings the 
plaintiffs alleged Chambers was 
mentally enfeebled by age and has 
illusions that an effort was being 
made to steal his securities.

Former Congressman on 
Visits to St. Louis. 


BESTED IN ONE BANTERING 


Col. John Fellows Told Him at- 
Banquet His Appetite Won 
Him Release as Prisoner. 


„Private“ John M. Allen, former 
member of Congress, who died yes- 
terday at his home in Tupelo, Miss., 
was for several years an intermittent 
resident of St. Louis, and became 
known to many St. Louisans through 
his talks at banquets and in hotel 
lobbies. This was when he was serv- 
ing as a member of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition Commission, 
which represented the Government 
at the St. Louis World's Fair. Presi- 
dent McKinley appointed Allen in 
1901, as one of the Democratic mem- 
bere of this body, and he served until 
after the close of the fair. 

Lyman T. Hay, manager of the 
Planters and Jefferson hotels, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today anec- 
dotes about Allen during his t at 
the Planters. 

“He once called me up by tele- 
phone,” Hay related, “and when Mrs. 
Hay answered, he told her that he 
was the Rev. Dr. Allen, and asked 
particularly why I had not been at 
church lately. When Mrs. Hay had 
made the beat explanation she could, 
he went on, ‘Now, Sister Hay, I want 
to tell you that I feel worried about 
my cousin, John Allen. I'm afraid 
he’s slipping.’ Mrs. Hay assured him 
that he was mistaken, and went 80 
far in her praise of Private John’s 
piety that he burst out laughing. 

Visited City “to Renew Note.” 

“After the World's Fair board had 
finished its work, he was at the 
Planters once, and was questioned by 
n reporter as to why he was in St. 
Louis. Well,“ he said, “I don't 
know that the public will be interest- 
ed in this, but the fact is I'm up here. 
to renew a note.’ 

“The only time I remember hear- 
ing him worsted in a discussion ‘waa 
at a banquet, where the toastmaster 
set him And Col. John Fellows on 
each other. Allen made a compari- 
son of the heroism of privates, like 
himself, and officers, and mentioned 
the fact that Col. Fellows had been 
a prisoner for a considerable part of 
the war. 

The reason I ‘was a prisoner,’ 


knew my value and made an especial 
Private Al- 
len was captured,” too, more than 
once, but they turped him loose 
every time. It was cheaper to fight 
him than feed him.“ 

Allen used to relate that he be- 
stowed the name “private” on him- 
self as a term of distinction. He 
found that everyone else in public 
life in the South was a Major, : 
Colonel or a General, and he chose 
the honor of being the only private. 
When he first sought.a nomination 
for Congress, Gen. Tucker, a veteran 
of the Confederacy. was his opp. 
nent. Speaking to the voters, the 
General said: 

“Seventeen, years last, night, 
my fellow-citizens. er a hard- 
fought battle, on yonder hill, I biv- 
ouacked under yonder clump of 
trees.

In his haste to get the bill report- 
ed to the House, the chairman of the 
River and Harbor. Committee over- 
looked a promise he had made to Al- 
Ten, and, when too late, made an ef- 
fort to secure a hearing for Allen. 
He asked unanimous consent, but 
someone objected. 

“Well,” said Allen, in his most pa 
thetic tone, 1 would at least Ifke to 
have permission to print some re- 
marks in the Record and insert 
‘laughter ard applause’ a appropri- 
ate places.“ 

The novelty of this request con- 
vulsed the House, and the permis- 
sion was readily granted. Unfortu- 
nately, however, the speech was 
never printed. 

One of Allen's best-remembered 
speeches in Congress was directed 
against the custom of large expendi- 
tures of national funds for the bury- 
ing of dead Congressmen. After cit- 
tng the record of such expenditures, 
he said: 

“Sir, a dead Congressman has be- 
come a very expensive luxury to the 
American people.

Asks Question in Conservation 
Speech in St. Louis. 


“Pledge cards or bread cards, 
which do you want?” was the ques- 
tion asked of several hundred St. 
Louisans at Sixth and Locust streets 


of New York, field representative of 
Food Administrator Hoover, in an 
appeal for signatures to the food con- 
servation pledges which the Govern- 
ment is seeking throughout the coun- 
try this week. 
Farnsworth, speaking from a soap 
box in front of the private street 
car “Kinloch,” serving as a travel- 
ing registration booth, told his hear- 
ers to “back up democracy by agree- 
ing to conserve food.“ He said the 
Governemnt wished to avoid the ne- 
cessity of taking outocratic measures 
in the food question, but if the re- 
sponse to the Appeal for pledges was 
not satisfactory more stringent meas- 
ures probably would be taken. Four 
army buglers summoned the crowd 
around the car. 
The third day of the week’s cam-. 
paign to enlist the whole city in the 
food conservation movement began 
briskly this morning, with an ap- 
proxim te total of 25,000 names 
signed to the Hoover family 
pledge. ThY¥s figure does not include 
the names of thousands of pupils in 
the p' lic, private and parochial 
schools, who have been enrolled in 
the movement. 
More than three-fourths of the 
12,000 persons who signed the signa- 
ture sheets yesterday were men. 
Mrs. George Gellhorn, chairman of 
the Women’s Central Committee on 
Food Conservation, said the men of 
the city are just being aroused to the 
seriousness of the food situation. She 
again ‘pointed out that 40,000 women 
signed the Hoover food pledge here 
July 28, last. 
Several thousand women, who are 
canvassing the residential districts in 
an effort to reach every. housewife, 
continued their work today. In every 
district visited yesterday, they re- 
ported that the women were keenly 
interested in the food conservation 
movement. .

Barring 
two years when Grosvenor remained at home on 
account of the reaction from the McKinley tariff 
bill, the two were contemporaries in the House 
Allen then declined further election, 
but Grosvenor continued his service until 1907. 
No two men ever sat ih Congress who presented 
a greater contrast.

Robmson Crusoe’s Relics. 

BIOGRAPHY written in the 

early part of the last century by 
Dr. A. W. Davis of Tenbury, En- 
gland, tells of the good doctor’s visit 
to Largo, in Fifeshire, where he saw 
a chest that once belonged to Alex- 
ander Selkirk. This Selkirk was 
none other than Robinson Crusoe, 
and the chest was that which had 
been with the redoubtable adventur- 
er on the island of Juan Fernandez. 
It was an heirloom that had been 
handed down in the family and was 
then in the possession of a poor 
woman, also named Selkirk. She 
had a drinking cup that had be- 
longed to her distinguished ancestor, 
made of cocoanut shell and tipped 
with silver. 

Dr. Davis was convinced that both 
relics were genuine. The chest was 
of a kind commonly used by seamen 
and had “A. S.“ cut into the lid at 
several places. This same woman 
also had owned a musket of Sel- 
kirk’s, but she gave it to the laird of 
the parish. Dr. Davis notes that vis- 
itors were permitted to see the weap- 
on upon request.

Fight Measles Now, 
M. U. Doctor Urges 


OW is the time to be on the alert 
N against m according to 
Dr, O. F. Bradford, 

medicine expert of the University of 
Missouri. Spring is the season of 
greatest prevalency of measles, says 
Dr. Bradford, but by combating the 
disease in the fall and winter, spring 
epidemics may prevented. 

It is a common error to consider 
measles a trifling As a mat- 
ter of fact, the percentage of mortal- 
ity in measles is not high. It is often 
a disease without special danger, 
nevertheless, there is a certain per- 
centage of death to be expected, and 
it is so widspread that the total mor- 
tality is high. In 1916 more than 11. 
000 children died in the United States 
from this disease—a greater number 
of deaths than was caused by either 
diphtheria or scarlet fever, both of 
which are dreaded by all. Case for 
case, diphtheria and scarlet fever 
are more fatal than measles, but in 
the aggregate, neither of them kid 
as many children as measies does. 

Measles is catching during the 
early stages when the nose is run- 
ning and the eyes watering. It con- 
tinues to be catching until the 2rup- 
tion has been out for about thirty- 
six hours. After this, it is not dan- 
gerous to others. It is important to 
exclude from school all children in 
early stages of measies. A “light 
case” in one child may produce a 
fatal case in the next child, there- 
fore, mild cases should be watched 
just as carefully as the more sevore 
ones. 

Measles is the most difficult of al’ 
diseases to control by quarantine, and 
requires more care to prevent its 
spread. The germ has not been dis- 
covered, but is known to be the se- 
cretion of the upper respiratory 
tract, and can be demonstrated in 
the blood for a time, but disappears 
with 36 hours after eruption comes 
out. It is spread by direct contact 
and through sneezing, coughing, spit- 
ting, etc.

CORN TURE 15 
IN TRADE ON ‘CHANGE 


Market Is Quiet, but Traders 
Favor the Selling Side; Oats 
Also Easier. 


Corn futures sold fractionally low- 
er in the early speculation on the 
Merchants’ Exchange today. Trade 


was influenced by weakness in the 
Wall street stock market, good 


weather for curing and moving the 
new crop and an increased move- 
ment from the farms. Uncertainty 
of the foreign outlook also made for 
conservatista in operating in 
market extensively. 


Oats futures were quiet, but trade 
is light. Receipts showed an increase 
over last year. : 
The Liverpool wheat situation 
was firm, with arrivals moderate and 
floating quantity decreasing. Con- 
sumption continues on a liberal scale, 
as other foodstuffs are difficult to 
obtain. The general situation in 
corn is dull, but firm. Consumption 
has been reduced to a minimum, oc- 
casioned by the poor quality in Ar- 
gentine, and therefore curtailed ship- 
ments from this grower and the 
scarcity and dearness of Americano 
export offers making it probable that 
the season’s exports will be light. 
Oats are firm. Supplies are fair, but 
inadequate, and export offers are 
lighter. France’s and Italy’s needs 
are important. American exports 
continue liberal. Canadian offers are 
moderate. 

The Price Current Grain Reporfer 
says soil conditions in the surplus 
grain states are generally favorable 
with exception of too dry in portions 
of Missouri and Iowa and generally 
too dry throughout the states of 
Nebraska, Kansas and Oklahoma, 
The growth condition of winter 
wheat is reported as generally fa- 
vorable throughout the states of 
Ohio, Indiana, IIlinois and Missouri. 
There are abotu an equal number 
reports unfavorable as compared 
with favorable in the states of Ne- 
braska and Kansas. 

Chicago Board of Trade directors 
have passed resolutions that the tax 
on grain and seeds consigned to Chi- 
cago shall be paid by the owner 
when it is inbound. Any departure 
from this ruling will be considered 
a violation of the commission rule. 
On grain and seeds bought to arrive, 
on the basis of Chicago terms, the 
tax is to be paid by the seller. Any 
departure from it will ve a violation 
of the “To arrive rule.“ The war 
tax on bills of lading of 3 per cent 
freight bill by rail or water on prop- 
erty shipped by freight from one 


point in the United States to another 


becomes effective Nov. 1. The war 
tax on trades on exchanges is ef- 
fective Dec. 1. 

Advices from Northern Indiana in- 
dicate that farmers are making every 
effort to ship their poor corn as early 
as possible. Weather has: been very 
bad since the first of October, but a 
few days of good weather now will 
result in much corn coming forward. 

In Russia weather is bad, being 
wet and cold. Seeding has stopped] bes 
over a wide area. 

In the United Kingdom harvesting 
le finished and seeding has well com- 
menced, with weather unfavorable.
